Modernist Pictures in the 
Decorative Scheme:

JT A recent luncheon attended by 

a group of decorators the ques- 

tion as to what pictures may be 

judiciously used in a modern interior 

came up for what proved to be a very 
lively discussion. 

“1 suppose,” 


some one said to me 
rmilingly, “where your client insists on 
keeping old pictures you advise turn- 
lug their faces to the wall and cover- 
lug. the backs with modern fabrics.’” 

I. replied that this depended entirely 
upon the pictures in question. "Old" 
ynd “modern” are, after all, relative 
terms. The ancicnts—as some onc 
sagely said—never realized that they 
were ancients; nor, by the same token, 
do we moderns realize that we too will 
some day be known as ancients. 

It seems to me that a “‘mocern” pic- 
ture can best be described as one in 
keeping with the spirit of the age in 
question, regardless of the time of its 
execution. The sprightly portraits by 
Botticelli and Fra ‘Filippo Lippi. for 
example, are certainly more appropriate 
In modern interiors*than gloomy like- 
nesses of Puritan patriarchs or saccha- 


rine eighteenth century flappers! And 
even the Italian primitives with their 
vivid color are better suited to mod- 
ern schemes than many a muddy Vic- 
torian landscape. 

Nor am 1 convinced that ceriain 
modernistic paintings of the Greenwich 
Village school, with their abominabie 
drawing and abortive colors, are truly 
representative of the present age. But 
[ am getting a trifle off the subject. 
It is not my purpose to criticise the 
modern and exalt the old masters— 
but rather to point out how appropri- 
ately certain of the old and many of 
our modern works may fit into twen- 
tieth century rooms. 

Fortunately we are outgrowing the 
idea that plain, dull walls muddiecd 
ove: with glaze in the corners and 
panels are either practical or interest- 
ing. More and more we are.covering 
our walls with colorful. exquisitely de- 
signed papers, or giving them clear-cut 
colors and depending on pictures and 
6tatues for their decorative value as 
well as for théfr value as works of art. 

And here Jet me emphasize an im- 
portant point: Let us have real works 
of art when we can afford them and 
when they fit into our decorative 
scheme. But do let’us remember that 
many a Charming or daring and strik- 
ing piéture can find a setting in the 
simplest home without enecessarily 
being a “great” painting. And far bet- 
ter sometimes will the lesser picture 
fit in its surroundings if properiy 
chosen for color, for an amusing note, 
or for its dignified elegance than 
would a “great” painting which is too 
large in scale for the room, too blatant 
ip.color or too dreary in sentiment. 

It is always good detorative judg- 
ment to seek the type of picture best 
suited in color, subject, size and treat- 
ment to the room wherein it is to be 
hung. Men are often partial to etch- 
Ings of animal life or to sporting prints. 
Very well and good! Let us put these 
pictures in the man's sanctum, and see 
that the background is sueh as to 
Show them to their best advantage as 
well as to make them jntrinsie decora- 
tive features in the room. If one wishes 
3 dignified, old-time dining room of 

ine antique pieces, put in the room 
some interesting poxgtraits or some col- 
orful still life of fruit or flowers— 
trite as the latter have become. We 
may do this provided we choose good 
examples to fit the wall spaces and to 
enhance the coloring which we are 
trying tu bring out in forming a har- 
monious whole. : 

Or suppose we are furnishing some 
gay little penthouse on the roof of 
a city building—an apartment where 
we intend to relax and be diverted. 
We may sound the decorative note for 
the living reom through some amusin¢. 
kright-colored picture of our time 
and mood, and throughout the house 
Plan all pictures to give us a sense 
of pleasure in the fitness of their sc‘- 
tings. As for pictures bought either 
for investment) or for the love of ‘he 
thing itself—let us hang them in some 
room wheré, when the mood strikes 
us, awe can contemplate thern though:- 
fully, just as we wear our jewels on 
some occasions ‘and not on others. 

There: is no-disguising the fact that 
the freshness, cheerand smartness of

the good, modern manner of decora- 
tion have met with wide appreciation, 
This is proven by the work now being 
done in many new apartment hotels 
in the larger cities. But it is not neces- 
sary ta live in one of these new build- 
ings in order to enjoy a modern atmo- 
sphere. The old house or apartment 
can be modernized, and at the same 
time a surprising amount. of the old 
furniture can be retained. Modern 
fabric coverings and repainting in 
fresh colors will give added brightness 
to furniture. Indeed. the practice of 
using old pieces having really gol 
lines in combination with the new 
draperies has solved many a trouble- 
some problem in connection with the 
new idea of decoration. 


Especially are modern pictures an¢l 
objects of art of great value in “tying 
a room together.” I recall one particu- 
lar room where the three pictures 
actually made the room. A large paint- 
ing which filled an ample space over 
a divan had as the centre of interest 
a white octagonal house with a red 
roof. The room itself was an octago- 
nal one, and some of 
were white porcelains. @ Another p 
ture, showing a copper bowl filled with 
white dogwood, again picked up the 
white note. The third painting, that 
of a white boat on a blue sea, repeated 
the white and also echoed the tone of 
the floor, which in this room was 
blue. And the small note of red on 
the mouidings of the room found a 
repeat in the little red flag on the 


le accessories

boat. The room would not have seemed 
finished without these three pictures. 

Many of our modern pictures can 80 
portray a mood that modern rooms 
may be built around them in such 4 
way as to reflect the owner's person- 
ality. In one room of my acquaint- 
ance a clever lithograph of “The Gar- 
den of Arles,” by Van Gogh hangs over 
the mantel in a room with old Peru- 
vian furniture, and in color and at- 
mosphere gives just the right Spanish 
note. A picture of sunflowers by thé 
same artist may do much to embellish 
a room in’ which splashing yellow 1s 
needed, and this flower study is de- 
lightfully modern in feeling. 

Even the purely kaleidoscopic futur 


ist paintings have a place. One necd 
not necessarily know what the artist 
is trying to express; indeed, such a 


picture often makes a suitable subject 
for interesting speculation as to what, 
if anything, the artist is trying to 
prove. But irrespective of this, the 
color value of many of these canvases 
can be exhilarating enough to make 
a room vibrant. 

Now, of all time, when so much is 
being done in the world and there is 
so much to enjoy, is the modern pic- 
ture practically a necessity. And so a 8 
say, let us dispel the powers of dark- 
ness and dinginess. Let’s not become 
“ancients” before our time, but cen- 
tinue to strike the note of }mocernity; 
see that the tone of our art reflects 
the tone of our life and--truly a 
worthy undertaking—give our modern
